After  all   it   is   in  the  vast  nuxriber  of  voluntary  bodies  of 
this  kind  that   public  opinion   is   really   formed.      So   I  beg 
of  you  to   tsike   a  broad  view   of   citizenship,   participate 
enthusiastically   in  the  work:  of   such  bodies,    and  thus  help 
to   fulfil  the  purpose  for  which  your  university  was   founded.

THE  history  of  a  Class!  A  story  of  four  short  years  in  which  we  lived  a  lifetime!  And 
now,  as  we  stand  on  the  threshold  of  graduation,  it  is  given  to  us  to  pause,  to  "cast 
one  longing,  ling'ring  look  behind,"  before  we  move  out  forever  from  these  halls. 
Desperately  we  strive  to  bring  together  the  pattern  of  those  years  that  we  may  carry  forth 
with  us  a  complete  picture  of  our  days  at  Western.  But,  somehow,  the  complete  picture 
eludes  us,  the  task  is  too  great,  and  we  are  left  with  but  scattered  memories  of  our  college 
days.  Thus,  each  of  us  who  graduates  must  treasure  in  his  own  mind  those  fleeting 
memories  which  he  has  been  able  to  retain.  May  the  random  memories  and  impressions 
here  inscribed  aid  each  in  that  pleasant  task! 

Back  over  the  unfolded  drama  of  four  swiftly  moving  years  our  thoughts  wander  in 
happy  recollection.  The  setting  of  that  drama,  we  shall  never  forget — the  rolling  green  of 
the  campus,  the  greying  buildings  on  the  hill  and  the  winding  waters  of  the  Thames.  There 
are  some  pictures  that  will  never  leave  us — the  sight  of  the  tower  from  the  bridge,  the  view 
looking  out  from  the  Science  Building  toward  the  Hunt  Club  and,  above  all,  the  view  of 
the  campus  from  the  tower.  Can  we  ever  forget  the  balmy  day  in  Spring  when  we  first 
climbed  the  tower  and  the  thrill  that  came  when  we  looked  down  from  our  vantage  point 
over  the  greening  countryside?  The  seasons  as  they  passed  each  lent  its  own  peculiar 
beauty  to  the  campus;  each  left  its  own  peculiar  memories.  Winter  covered  the  grounds 
with  a  sparkling  coat  of  snow — we  recall  the  dazzling  beauty  of  the  campus  as  we  walked 
up  the  Avenue  on  an  ideal  Canadian  Winter  morning.  Spring  brought  the  fresh,  green 
beauty  of  Nature  to  the  trees  and  grass  of  the  campus — we  remember  balmy  days  in 
Spring  when  the  campus  was  dotted  with  couples  strolling  aimlessly  about.  Autumn  made 
of  our  woods  and  trees  a  blaze  of  glory.  Memories  of  Autumn  bring  memories  of  rugby 
games — the  afternoon  sun  shining  down  on  the  stadium  nestled  between  the  bright  maples 
of  the  hill  and  the  shining  waters  of  the  river,  the  flags  floating  lazily  from  their  poles,  the 
sight  of  the  team  standing  rigidly  at  attention  while  the  crowd  is  hushed  for  the  playing 
of  "The  King."  All  these  are  pictures  we  treasure;  pictures  that  time  can  never  wholly 
erase  from  our  memories. 

Along  with  these  pictures  we  remember  the  many  things  that  went  to  make  up 
our  college  life — the  hours  in  the  classroom  and  laboratory  —  professors  we  grew  to  like 
and  respect — the  dances,  formal  and  informal,  with  our  own  Mike  Muir  playing  "Wonder- 
ful One" — the  long  hours  spent  in  Convocation  Hall  writing  examinations — the  mad  exodus 
for  the  Western-at-Toronto  week-ends — election  speeches — jinx  burnings  and  snake-walks — 
sorority  open-houses,  and  so  on.     All  these  things  stand  out  in  our  memories. 

But  enough  of  this  rambling  reminiscing,  a  History  should  contain  history.  To  .begin 
with  the  beginning — who  can  ever  forget  the  mingled  feelings  with  which  we  commenced 
our  life  in  these  halls  on  that  eventful  day  in  September,  1933?  Before  that  day  had  pro- 
gressed very  far,  we  had  already  developed  a  distinct  class  consciousness,  aided  by  our 
distinctive  regalias  and  our  mutual  distrust  of  all  Sophomores.  The  first  night  saw  us  well 
organized  to  resist  Sophomore  oppression,  with  "Pete"  Beach  as  our  captain-elect.  Little 
did  we  realize  it  then,  but  the  initiation  week  that  followed  was  to  see  history  made!  It  was 
to  see  the  last  of  the  nightly  pitched  battles  on  Richmond  Street — remember  the  nightly 
gatherings  of  the  clan  in  Gibbons  Park,  the  hail  of  tomatoes  with  which  we  greeted  cruis- 
ing Sophomores,  and,  topping  it  all,  the  night  Birnie  Smith  and  the  boys  mistook  the  car 
full  of  plain-clothes  men  for  Sophomores?  Then  came  Initiation  Day  and  we  marched  up 
from  Gibbons,  stormed  the  drive  and  swept  the  bridge  in  the  face  of  a  barrage  of  ques- 
tionable fruit  that  caused  sympathetic  onlookers  to  shudder.  Then,  indeed,  was  history 
made  as  we  dragged  the  proud  Sophomores  into  the  Thames  to  win  the  last  of  the 
traditional  tug-of-wars.  Later,  on  the  Upper  Campus,  the  last  flag-rush  saw  us  storm  the 
Sophomore  citadel,  drag  their  custodian  from  his  precarious  perch  on  the  pole,  only  to 
find  that  the  flag  was  missing!    (Did  anybody  ever  find  out  what  Pete  really  did  with  that 
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flag,  anyway?)  Thus,  Initiation  Day,  1933,  passed  and  with  it  passed  forever  the  traditional 
tug-of-v/ar  and  flag-rush.  We  had  helped  make  history  as  the  last  class  to  be  initiated  in 
the   old,   time-honoured  manner! 

Duly  initiated,  we  settled  down  to  the  regular  routine  of  classes  to  be  broken  by  our 
first  year  parties — remember  the  suppers  in  the  cafeteria  and  the  Grand  Marches  and  Paul 
Joneses  for  which  we  were  famous?  Election  day  came  and  we  returned  Pete  Beach  and 
Jeanne  Watt  as  our  first  President  and  Vice-President.  The  rest  of  the  year  was  marked  by 
two  important  changes — the  old  board  walk  gave  way  to  a  new  cement  and  flag-stone 
creation  (the  flag-stones  have  never  seemed  to  be  able  to  rest  peacefully  since)  and  the  old 
library  became  the  Department  of  Business  Administration,  while  out  on  the  wind-swept 
campus  to  the  west  appeared  the  new  Lawson  Memorial  Library  (providentially,  a  tunnel 
was  built  to  keep  the  students  from  becoming  wind-swept  also).  Finally,  before  we  depart- 
ed for  the  summer,  we  elected  Dave  Shales  and  Ruth  Davis  as  President  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent for  our  Sophomore  year. 

Returning  to  school  in  the  Fall,  we  took  up  the  difficult  task  of  initiating  the  new 
crop  of  Freshmen  under  the  restricted  initiation  rules.  We  put  on  the  Initiation  Theatre 
Night  and  Ken  Murray  blossomed  forth  in  an  interpretative  dance  half-way  between  the 
Russian  School  and  the  hula-hula.  Sometime  during  [he  term  that  followed,  the  Sophomore 
Class  in  Business  acquired  the  soubriquet  of  the  "Playboy  Class."  (I  wonder  why?)  Dur- 
ing the  Winter  we  entered  the  limelight  on  two  occasions:  first,  when  we  put  on  a  Soph. 
Shuffle  of  such  excellence  that  the  S.  A.  A.,  despairing  of  anyone  ever  equalling  our  efforts, 
decided  to  abolish  all  such  future  magnificent  orgies;  and  secondly,  when  our  hockey  team 
fought,  crashed  and  hewed  its  way  into  the  Arts  College  championship.  Before  disband- 
ing once  more,  we  elected  Birnie  Smith  and  Corinne  Cherry  as  President  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent for  our  Junior  Year. 

The  next  Fall,  having  witnessed  as  onlookers  a  rather  tame  initiation,  we  were 
privileged  to  see  the  Soccer  teams  win  a  double  championship.  Meanwhile  Eloise  Tennent 
had  distinguished  herself  by  reaching  the  finals  of  the  Intercollegiate  Tennis  tournament. 
During  that  Fall,  too,  Dutch  Cleanser  made  its  auspicious  appearance  in  our  family  jour- 
nal, The  Gazette.  (Who  said  that  column  was  written  by  two  girls  in  Arts  '37?)  Our  Junior 
Prom,  achieved  the  height  of  sophistication  with  its  Top  Hot  motif.  During  the  Winter  term 
Pete  Ponsford  lead  his  fighting  cohorts  to  an  Intercollegiate  Assault-at-Arms  championship. 
Meanwhile,  the  girls  were  much  to  the  fore,  winning  the  Intercollegiate  Basketball  cham- 
pionship and  clothing  the  Bronze  Baby  in  a  purple-and-white  tunic  after  a  lapse  of  some 
years.  A  highlight  of  the  rest  of  the  term  was  Bob  Ford's  effort  on  behalf  of  the  Veterans 
of  Future  Wars.  Finally,  we  elected  Don  Bythell  and  Corinne  Cherry  as  President  and 
Vice-President  for  our  Senior  Year  while,  together  with  the  rest  of  the  school,  we  honoured 
Ron  Fraser  and  Jeanne  Watt  with  the  offices  of  Prefect  and  Sub-Prefect,  respectively  for 
our  final  year. 

The  Fall  of  1936  saw  us  so  aware  of  our  responsibility  as  Seniors  and  of  our 
imminent  departure  from  Western  that  we  proceeded  to  bring  about  a  truly  remarkable 
revival  of  school  spirit,  aided  by  the  most  successful  rugby  team  we  had  seen  during  our 
days  at  Western.  The  local  depots  were  the  scenes  of  monster  pep-rallies  as  we  sent  our 
team  off  to  the  wars  or  welcomed  them  back  from  their  victories.  A  few  of  us  even  A/vent 
as  far  as  Kingston  and  saw  history  made  as  the  lads  in  Purple  defeated  the  Tricolour  on 
their  own  field  for  the  first  time  on  record.  The  year  provided  its  lighter  moments  with  the 
ill-fated  Campus  Queen  contest  and  the  much-discussed  Flower  Petition.  Culture,  however, 
was  not  neglected  as  we  saw  the  University  Concerts  and  the  Carnegie  Recitals  instituted. 
As  our  final  and,  perhaps,  greatest  contribution  to  University  life  our  U.  S.  C.  finally  made 
possible  the  appearance  of  our  long-awaited  University  Band  uniforms  for  next  Fall. 

And,  now,  the  tale  is  almost  told.  In  two  short  months  we  will  have  passed  the 
mystic  rites  of  Convocation  and  been  duly  graduated  from  Western,  our  Alma  Mater. 
Succeeding  classes  will  take  our  place  in  these  halls  and  Western  will  go  on,  as  ever.  But, 
though  our  college  days  are  over.  Arts  '37  will  also  go  on  and  on.  Convocation  does  not 
write  finis  to  the  history  of  our  class  but,  rather,  it  opens  the  way  for  new  and  greater 
achievements.  Though  we  are  no  longer  together  as  a  body,  we  will  be  together  in  spirit — 
may  we  cherish  college  friendships  just  begun,  treasure  college  memories  and,  above  all, 
keep  alive  our  Western  spirit! 

May  the  succeeding  years  see  us  returning  time  and  time  again  to  our  college 
home!    May  we  live  to  see  the  tall  elms  shade  the  Drive!

•"pHE  third  phase  of  Ufe's  seven  phases  has  at  last  become  a  reaUty.  Ambition  burns 
-'-  and  the  lamp  is  held  high  —  let  us  hope  that  the  practicality  of  life  does  not  remove 
our  shining  hopes  too  soon. 

In  the  Fall  of  1931  two  very  important  incidents  occurred:  The  depression  began  to 
disappear  and  the  embryonic  stage  of  the  Medical  School's  Icrgesi  class  began.  There 
was  a  saying,  "this  year  is  your  hardest  —  next  year  is  easy,"  that  was  bait,  and  conse- 
quently one-half  of  the  original  class  are  intact  and  preparing  to  graduate.  A  noticeable 
desire  for  hard  work  has  been  evidenced  these  past  six  years  —  a  noteworthy  feature  for 
any  class.   Of  course,  sociability  has  been  an  outstanding  feature  as  well. 

Our  Freshmen  and  Sophomore  years  were  spent  up  on  the  hill  at  the  Arts  College. 
During  these  years  the  foundation  of  our  training  began  by  dissecting  the  crab,  dogfish  and 
rabbit  in  order  mentioned. 

These  early  years  were  notable  for  the  varied  interests  of  our  class  in  Sports, 
Drama,  Music  and  Debate  —  especially  during  English  11  and  21. 

In  our  third  year  a  complete  change  of  habitat  and  work  came  our  way  plus  an 
additional  number  of  B.A.M.D.  students.  In  our  third  years  —  Mods  '37  really  found  itself. 
It  was  the  year  when  anatomists  came  to  the  fore  and  also  budding  surgeons  with  a 
posterior  approach  for  appendix. 

During  fourth  year  —  Clinical  Medicine  became  one  of  the  foremost  subjects  and  at 
last  we  knew  that  our  chosen  field  was  coming  to  light  and  being  associated  with  the 
basic  fundamentals  of  Physiology  —  Anatomy  and  Pathology.  Worthy  of  note  at  this  time 
was  the  number  of  original  Meds  '37  class.  Of  our  60-odd  members  in  the  Fall  of  '31 
there  were  now  exactly  29.  Our  numbers  were  augmented  by  the  B.A.M.D.  and  other 
recruits  who  soon  fell  in  line  and  became  true  members  of  '37. 

At  this  time,  the  famous  Meds  '37  Volley  Ball  Team  was  formed  and  has  proven 
invincible  ever  since  —  even  winning  the  District  title.  Our  year  was  not  without  its  Foot- 
ball, Soccer,  Hockey  and  Basketball  stars. 

Socially,  Meds  '37  had  slipped  since  second  year  until  our  Junior  Year,  when  the 
gates  opened  and  the  tide  is  still  high  —  the  famous  Barbecue  of  1936  which  Meds  '37  won 
in  the  play  "A  Royal  Flush"  will  long  be  remembered  for  the  characterizations  of  members 
of  the  staff. 
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The  hospital  ward  rounds  and  chnical  teachings  occupied  the  major  portion  of  our 

Junior  Year.     Every  member  of  Meds  '37  will  remember  the  hectic  days  and  nights  of  study 

for  Junior  Year  Finals.

Now  the  final  year  draws  to  a  close  —  the  horizon  looms  with  school  exams  and 

councils.    We  are  prepared  to  meet  these  and  the  future. 

Our  meagre  knowledge  forms  a  foundation  and  background  to  enter  the  Practice 
of  Medicine  with  firm  resolve  to  aid  those  who  need  us,  and  advance  successfully  to  our 
ultimate  end,  having  diffused  knowledge,  faith  and  kindness  to  our  fellowmen. 

The  work  and  time  of  our  professors  and  clinicians  is  little  appreciated  in  the  am- 
bition to  graduate;  but  in  years  to  come,  all  of  us  will  remember  our  teachers  and  appreci- 
ate the  true  knowledge  handed  to  us  in  our  student  days. 

All  the  members  of  Meds  '37  are  placed  after  graduation.  We  will  be  scattered 
here  and  there,  from  coast  to  coast;  but  one  tie  shall  always  bind  us  together  and  that  is 
the  memory  of  our  six  years  in  the  study  of  medicine.

For  the  first 
time  in  her  long  and  memorable  history,  the  Graduating  Class  will  include  members  of 
the  fair  sex.    Fellow  Graduates  of  Holy  Names  College,  we  salute  you! 

Holy  Names  College,  formally  opened  in  September,  1934,  is  the  crowning  achieve- 
ment of  the  seventy  years  of  fruitful  service  in  the  educational  field  rendered  by  St.  Mary's 
Axademy,  Windsor.  St.  Mary's  was  founded  on  October  15,  1864,  by  four  sisters  of  the 
Holy  Names  of  Jesus  and  Mary,  a  congregation  established  in  1844,  at  Longueuil,  Quebec. 
The  name  of  this  religious  organization  and  its  constitution  were  derived  from  an  Old 
World  Order  of  Marseilles,  France,  and  its  rule,  made  adaptable  to  New  World  conditions 
was  devised  to  further  the  Christian  education  of  young  girls  in  America.  Thus  does 
tradition  inspire  culture  in  this  institution,  the  latest  link  in  that  chain  of  strength  and 
beauty,  fashioned  by  the  beneficent  hand  of  the  University  of  Western  Ontario.

Seminary 


THE  year  1937  is  an  important  year  in  the  history  of  St.  Peter's  Seminary,  since  it  marks 
the  twenty-fifth   anniversary   of  its  founding.    It  was   established  in  1912  by  the  Most 
Reverend  M.  F.  Fallon,  late  Bishop  of  London.  Of  modest  proportions  in  the  beginning,  it 
consisted  only  of  eighteen  theological  students  who  were   housed   and   instructed   at   the 
rectory  of  St.  Peter's  Cathedral. 

In  1923  the  Faculty  of  Philosophy  was  added  and  again  temporary  quarters  were 
secured.  By  special  arrangement  with  the  University  of  Western  Ontario,  an  Honour 
Philosophy  course  was  introduced,  whereby  the  students,  on  the  satisfactory  completion 
of  a  course  of  studies  approved  by  the  officials  of  both  the  Seminary  and  the  University, 
might  be  admitted  to  an  Honour  Degree. 

In  1925  the  corner-stone  of  the  present  Seminary  was  laid,  and  in  the  autumn  of  the 
following  year  the  first  school  term  was  begun  in  the  new  building.  Four  years  later,  the 
beautiful  Seminary  chapel  was  completed. 

To-day,  with  an  enrolment  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  students,  St.  Peter's 
Seminary  looks  back  on  twenty-five  years  of  progress  and,  since  the  establishment  of  the 
Faculty  of  Philosophy,  on  fourteen  years  of  kind  assistance  and  co-operation  from  the 
University.  Having  reached  the  first  milestone,  its  sincere  desire  and  intention  are,  with  the 
help  of  God,  never  to  depart  from  that  high  standard  which  its  founder  wished  it  always  to 
maintain.

The  Undergraduate  Women  s  Council 

THE  year  1936-37  has  been  a  most  successful  and  inspiring  year  in  the  Undergraduate 
Women's  Organization,   an   organization  representing  all  the  women  in  the  University. 

The  new  system  which  was  inaugurated  by  the  preceding  Council  has  already 
proven  satisfactory.  The  membership  of  the  organization  was  divided  into  fourteen  groups, 
instead  of  fifteen,  with  seven  senior  women  and  seven  junior  women  as  presidents,  who 
comprise  the  Women's  Council.  This,  it  was  believed,  would  give  continuity  to  the  Coun- 
cil from  year  to  year. 

Each  group  has  its  own  executive,  and  through  its  activities  provides  opportunity 
for  cultivation  of  common  interests  and  a  co-operative  spirit  among  the  undergraduate 
women  at  Western. 

The  objective  of  the  organization,  that  of  the  accumulation  of  a  fund  to  be  used 
for  a  Women's  Union  Building,  has  become  more  concrete  this  year,  with  the  keen  interest 
shown  by  the  Alumnae  Association,  the  Women's  Faculty  Club  and  the  Board  of  Governors. 

The  organization  sponsors  the  Big  and  Little  Sister  Movement,  for  the  purpose  of 
welcoming  the  Freshmen  women  and  introducing  them  into  university  life.  It  also  sponsors 
the  Co-Ed.  Prom,  Skitter  Night,  and,  in  the  Fall  conducts  the  sale  of  programs  and  colours 
at  football  games.
